investing in the life insurance com ­ 
pany. buying stock or otherw ise 
speculating instead of actually pur­ 
chasing a life insurance policy. 
The order becom es legal '

after it is filed with the secretary 
of state. The order was drafted 
after num erous com plaints cam e 
to the Division of Insurance from 
policyholders 
who 
claim ed 
they 
were hoodwinked. 
Four bona fide agents 
of 
the 
Central National 
Life 
Insurance 
Co. of Jacksonville, 111., w ere sub­ 
jects of 
com plaints 
from 
Scott 
county 
residents 
in 
D ecem ber. 
The agents offered prospects stock 
in Central National Life and upon 
completion of a deal would have th 
buyer take a physical exam ination, 
explaining it was the policy of the 
com pany to give free insurance 
with the stock purchase. 
According to Jack L. Clay, in­ 
surance superintendent, here is a 
typical com plaint: 
“ I am writing this letter to you 
in regards to some so - called stock 
which I purchased. . .w’hich in turn 
was nothin? but a 20-pav life in­ 
surance. . .Now w hat I would like 
to do is dem and my money back.

Many people are still amazed to learn that our legislature 
meets only once every two years, and then for only six 
months starting with January in the odd-numbered years. 
Thus the next general session will not be until 1968. Ine 
governor can call special sessions in between, but these are 
limited to the consideration of only such matters as he des­ 
ignates to be acted upon. Although the provision has been 
in the constitution for nearly ten years, there are many who 
lave the impression that the lawmakers meet every year. 
Working right among you today in his usual occupat ion is 
he person known as your state representative. This is the 
same person who early last year cast his votes on vita! is­ 
sues to reflect the views of your community. Not too much 
farther awav, and perhaps just as close, is your state sena­ 
tor. He too is going about his normal means of earning a 
living. Although the salary' of each has now been increased 
to $4,800 per year as a legislator, it is doubtful that any 
can or desires to live on that amount alone. Earring speoia 
sessions, these men serve yrou at least six months out of^ 
each twenty-four. Except for a few committee meetings or 
trips on their own, thev need not be at Jefferson < ity for 
eighteen of the twenty-four months. Therefore, you should 
find them nearby in your locality for at least the next 
year unless their private business calls them away or a spe 
cial session is held. 
Too many persons are not aware of the presence or avail­ 
ability of these elected officials when no legislative activity 
is taking place. The opportunity to become acquainted and 
to learn something about them is best at this time. There 
is no session and no election to interfere. For the next sev­ 
eral months before the election campaign ever gets started, 
we are all in a good position to meet these people who run 
our state government. We can see them face to face ex­ 
change views and judge much better whether we want them 
to continue to represent us. Many will he surprised to learn 
that most legislators are just as interested in meeting them 
as they are in meeting the legislators.

With its freshly sharpened internal strife, its relative 
lack of growth, and other problems, the AFL-CIO seems to 
stand at some sort of crossroads. 
Properly enough, a good deal of self-examination is go­ 
ing on among labor leaders and those closely linked with 
them. 
Some of this goes right to the heart of union goals and 
methods, questioning the worth—for the total work force— 
of such things as the standard drive for higher wages. 
One spokesman, talking privately, sees as valid the argu­ 
ment made by some specialists ip labor economics: that 
over a 60-year period United States unions have given al­ 
most no visible lift to the proportion of total national in­ 
come which workers as a whole get. 
One such economist, Prof. Lloyd Reynolds of Yale, says 
the national income slice going to wage and salary earners 
has remained quite stable over a six-decade span, a period 
including some of the greatest economic upheavals in our 
history. 
There are no clear up-and-down trends, and no signs of 
any link between union wage drives and total worker in­ 
come. 
Economists do not even agree that the more s tro n g ly 
unionized industries have had larger wage increases over a 
long interval than have less highly organized industries. 
The sharpness of the dispute suggests union influence cer­ 
tainly has not been strikingly large. 
Whatever the extent of impact of unions on wage levels 
in particular fields, the specialists tend to feel it is regis­ 
tered mainly at the expense of the unorganized workers. 
The reasoning is easy to follow: since the piece of in­ 
come pie workers take a$ wages and salaries holds about 
even in the long range, particular union gains simply re­ 
distribute income within the labor force. 
Labor leaders always have resisted this argument. Con­ 
sequently it is interesting that some in labor circles now 
are examining it privately. 
Even if they should all one day grant it, that does not 
mean they are prepared to admit any impairment of the 
value of unions. They can point to a wide array of other 
benefits and improvements for which they claim credit. 
Nevertheless, organized labor’s current dilemmas appenr 
to be shaking up union leaders’ thinking. The time may 
come when they will listen to the economists who tell them 
that the place to spend their energies is on greater produc­ 
tivity. 
For it is to the spectacular advances in that field that 
economists ascribe the doubling of real wages that has oc­ 
curred since the turn of the century.

President Lyndon Johnson on the 
night of Ja n .

EXPERIMENTAL DRUG IN­ 
DUCES FEMALE FERTILITY 
An experimental drug. MRL-41, 
has been found to induce ovula­ 
tion, four researchers reported to­ 
day in the Oct. 14 Journal of the 
American Medical Assoication. 
The drug is not available to the 
public. Much research and study 
are necessary before it could be 
placed on the market. 
Drs. Robert B. Greenblatt, Wil­ 
liam E. Barfield, Edwin C. Jungck 
and Albdert E. Ray, departm ent 
of preliminary report the drug 
"holds much promise” as a fertil­ 
ity agent. 
The product appeared to be suc­ 
cessful in 28 of 43 women treated, 
the authors reported. Pregnancy, 
the only true test for ovulation, 
occurred in four, they said. 
Studies to increase fertility are 
one of the areas in human repro­ 
duction 
in 
which 
investigative 
efforts have m et with "m eager 
success,” they said. The finding 
that this product is possibly cap­ 
able of increasing fertility is "a 
most welcome development in this 
difficult field of endeavor,’ ’they 
said. 
The chemical structure is related 
to chlorotrianisene, a synthetic fe­ 
male sex hormone (estrogen), the 
researchers said 
The important 
feature of MRL-41 is its apparent 
ability to modify the hormonal ba­ 
lance between the pituitary gland 
and the ovaries, they said. 
The pituitary in the bram ex­ 
cretes hormones that stimulate the 
ovaries, a fimction essential to con­ 
ception. 
There were some adverse effects 
among patients during treatm ent 
with the drug, such as rashes and 
hot flashes, they said. However, 
they said, thus far no toxic reac­ 
tions involving the blood, kidneys 
or liver had been detected.

Fall freshening is necessary for 1 
good fall and winter milk produc­ 
tion. Now is the time of breed­ 
ing for fall freshening. Breeding at 
this time, f conception occurs, will 
result in freshening in early Octo­ 
ber. You wouid not want 
to wait 
much later than this if you plan 
to stay on a fall freshening sche­ 
dule. 
One problem facing most dairy­ 
men this time of year is deciding 
whether 
some 
heifers 
are 
big 
enough to breed now, or whether 
they should be held over for a few 
months. 
Heifers can 
be bred too young 
or too small. 
However, if you 
have 
Jersey or Guernsey heifers 
13 to 16 months and 
weighing 550 
to 600 pounds, or Holstein or Brown 
Swiss heifers 15 to 17 months and 
weighing 700 to 750 pounds, it will 
likely pay you to breed them now. 
Use a tape measure to deter- : 
mine weight if you do not have 
a scale. 
A bit more feed fed to these heif­ 
ers during the next few months will 
be a better investment than delay­ 
ing breeding for several months.

In an experiment using iden­ 
tical twins, the twins that fresh­ 
ened as 2-.vear-olds produced 81 
per cent as much milk in their 
first lactation as the

Soil Structure Hurt By 
Too Much Wet Weather 


Too much wet weather 
has 
a 
harmful effect on soils, according 
to H. H. Krusokopf. professor eme­ 
ritus of soils at the University of 
Missouri. 
Much Missouri soil has been wet 
since last summer, and will remain 
in this condition until spring. The 
effect of this may not be apparent 
until the next growing season, but 
it’s 
probable 
that early 
plant 
growth will be slower and the soil 
more compact than normal. Corn 
yields next year may be lower be 
cause of this effect of wetness. 
When soil is near saturation, air 
is excluded and oxidation of the 
minerals 
is reduced.

be lost 
by 
leaching, 
Krusekopf 
says. 
Soil aggregates are destroyed so 
that the soil becomes compact, 
crusted and may be cloddy when 
plowed. There is lei>s response to 
fertilizer,

may be the most effective way to 
treat the land. 


Recurring wetness causes more 
injury than one 
season’s effect. 
Soils subject to recurrnet wetness 
tend to be gray in color, and have 
a hard, brittle structure. Such sites

subject to prolonged overflow, and 
on level uplans that have poor sur­ 
face drainage or slowyly perme- 
able subsoils.

A few weeks ago, I tried to give 
you some idea as to the economic 
situation 
with 
which 
farmers 
would be faced in 1962 by outlining 
briefly the agricultural outlook for 
the year ahead as prepared by our 
economists at the University of 
Missouri. Now, I would like for us 
to think about some things that 
Farm ers might very well think 
about in view of these predictions. 
Just to sum up this outlook sit­ 
uation very briefly, no great chang­ 
es are ex ected 
n <he overall 
farm situation next year. Some 
changes are expected in individual 
farm 
commodities, 
b u t 
these 
changes are expected to offset one 
another to a great extent. Gross 
farm income is expected to be 
slightly higher, but this increase 
in income will probably be offset 
by a slight increase in production 
costs. Consequently, net farm in­ 
come is expected to be about the 
same as in 1961, 
As we all know, one of the prin­ 
cipal 
considerations 
with which 
farm ers will be faced this year is 
the m atter of costs of production, 
and of course that is a m atter of 
serious concern to all farmers at 
present. Of course we all are ac­ 
quainted 
with the old economic 
formula which tells us that the 
amount of products that we pro­ 
duce multiplied by the price per 
unit gives us our gross income. 
Then the gross income minus the 
cost of production will leave us our 
net profit. Now. we cannot do too 
much about prices since they are 
more or less fixed, but we can do 
something about costs which makes 
it very important that we do some­ 
thing about them. 
Actually, there are two ways that 
we can deal with costs to improve 
the situation. The first is by a re­ 
duction of actual costs. This can 
be done by either reducing expen­ 
ditures for those things which do 
not increase our income as much 
as would expenditures for some 
other things or completely elimi­ 
nate unnecessary expenses. The 
other way that we can deal with 
costs is to reduce the cost per 
unit of production. Now, this may 
even 
involve 
spending 
m o r e 
money than you have been spend 
ing in past years, but, of course, 
spending it in a way that will in­ 
crease population 
to 
the 
point 
where the cost of producing each 
pound, bushel, bale, or whatever 
the unit of production might be 
actually reduced. For example, the 
Soils Department at the Univer­ 
sity have conducted some fertility 
experiments at McCredie which il­ 
lustrated this point. 
A plot to 
which no fertilizer was applied pro­ 
duced 35 bushels of corn per ac­ 
re from which the net profit was 
$9.95 per acre; however the pro­ 
duction cost per bushel of corn 
produced amounted to 84 cents A 
plot to which $15 worth of fertiliz­ 
er was applied yielded 80 bushels 
of corn i>er acre from which the 
net profit was $43.20 and the pro­ 
duction cost per bushel was 58 
cents per bushel of corn produc­ 
ed. Now, all costs other than fer­ 
tilizer costs were the same, so by 
increasing the fertilizer costs by 
$15 per acre, the net profit was 
increased $33.25 per acre and the 
production costs were lowered 26 
cents per bushel of corn produced. 


While we are on the subject of 
fertilizer, the fact that it is not 
increasing in price nearly as fast 
as most other things that farmers 
have to buy makes it a more at­ 
tractive 
item 
of cost especially 
when its potential for increasing 
farm income is considered. I won­ 
der if you realize just how little 
fertilizer has gone up in price dur­ 
ing the present trend of rising 
prices. Our economists tell us that 
fertilizer prices increased five per 
cent between 1950 and 1960. As 
compared to this five per cent in- 
i rease in fertilizer prices, machin­ 
ery prices increased almost 40 per 
cent, and farm w^ges increased 
nearly 50 per cent. Now, of course, 
this doesn’t mean that some of 
these other costs are not necessary 
and important, but I think it does 
point up the fact that we need to 
analyze our Filiation pretty care­ 
fully. For example, I am wonder- 
:ng 
if some farm ers have not 
spent more money than was ab­ 
solutely necessary for farm mach­ 
inery while, at the same time, they 
did not apply sufficient fertilizer 
to produce the most efficient yield 
that their land is capable of pro­ 
ducing. Or, of course, the problem 
limiting the farm income might bo 
found 
in some other phase of 
the management of the farm. The 
problem and its solution will de­ 
pend upon the individual farm sit­ 
uation and can only be determin­ 
ed by a careful analysis of the in­ 
dividual farm situation. 
We believe these m atters deserve 
some serious 
consideration. We 
would urge farm ers 
to 
analyze 
their own situations very care­ 
fully and do some careful plan­ 
ning so that they spend the money 
that thev have available where it 
will return them the highest pos­ 
sible net profit.

Still Restless

no other President—certainly not 
in recent years—has shown such 
an amazing faculty for keeping 
all sorts of diverse problems in 
his head.

A few weeks ago. I tried to give 
you some idea as to the economic 
situation 
with 
which 
farmers 
would be faced in 1962 by outlining 
briefly the agricultural outlook for 
the year ahead as prepared bv our 
economists at the University of 
Missouri. Now, I would like for us 
to think about some things that 
Farmers might very well think 
about in view of these predictions. 
Just to sum up this outlook sit­ 
uation very briefly, no great chang­ 
es are expected 
n dip overall 
farm situation next year. Some 
changes are expected in individual 
farm 
commodities, 
b u t 
these 
changes are exnected to offset one 
another to a great extent. Gross 
farm income is expected to be 
slightly higher, but this increase 
in income will probably be offset 
by a slight increase in production 
costs. Consequently, net farm in­ 
come is expected to be about the 
same as in 1961. 
As we all know, one of the prin­ 
cipal 
considerat'ons with 
which 
farmers will be faced this year Is 
the matter of costs of production, 
and of course that is a matter of 
serious concern to all farmers at 
present. Of course we all are ac­ 
quainted with the old economic 
formula which tells us that the 
amount of products that we pro­ 
duce multiplied by the price per 
unit gives us our gross income. 
Then the gross income minus the 
cost of production will leave us our 
net profit. Now, we cannot do too 
much about prices since they are 
more or less fixed, but we can do 
something about costs which makes 
it very important that we do some­ 
thing about them. 
Actually, there are two ways that 
we can deal with costs to improve 
the situation. The first is by a re* 
duction of actual costs. This can 
be done by either reducing expen­ 
ditures for those tilings which do 
not increase our income as much 
as would expenditures for some 
other things or completely elimi­ 
nate unnecessary expenses. The 
other way that we can deal with 
costs is to reduce the cost per 
unit of production. Now. this may 
even 
involve 
spending 
m o r e 
money than you have been spend 
ing in past years, but. of course, 
spending it in a way that will in­ 
crease population 
to 
the 
point 
where the cost of producing each 
pound, bushel, bale, or whatever 
the unit of production might be 
actually reduced. For example, the 
Soils Department at the Univer­ 
sity have conducted some fertility 
experiments at McCredie which il­ 
lustrated this point. A plot to 
which no fertilizer was applied pro­ 
duced 35 bushels of corn per ac­ 
re from which the net profit was 
$9.95 per acre; however the pro­ 
duction cost per bushel of corn 
produced amounted to 84 cents A 
plot to which $15 worth of fertiliz­ 
er was applied yielded 80 bushels 
of corn j>er acre from which the 
net profit was $43.20 and the pro­ 
duction cost per bushel was 58 
cents per bushel of corn produc­ 
ed. Now, all costs other than fer­ 
tilizer costs were the same, so by 
increasing the fertilizer costs by 
$15 per acre, the net profit was 
increased $33.25 per acre and the 
production costs w’ere lowered 26 
cents per bushel of corn produced.

While we are on the subject of 
fertilizer, the fact that it is not 
increasing in price nearly as fast 
as most other things that farmers 
have to buy makes it a more at­ 
tractive item of cost especially 
when its potential for increasing 
farm income is considered. I won­ 
der if you realize just how little 
fertilizer has gone up in price dur­ 
ing the present trend of rising 
prices. Our economists tell us that 
fertilizer prices increased five per 
cent between 1950 and 1960. As 
compared to this five per cent in- 
. rease in fertilizer prices, machin­ 
ery prices increased almost 40 per 
cent, and farm w^ges increased 
nearly 50 per cent. Now, of course, 
this doesn’t mean that some of 
these other costs are not necessary 
and important, but I think it does 
point up the fact that we need to 
analyze our siuation pretty care­ 
fully. For example, I am wonder- 
;ng if some farmers have not 
spent more money than was ab­ 
solutely necessary for farm mach­ 
inery while, at the same time, they 
did not apply sufficient fertilizer 
to produce the most efficient yield 
that their land is capable of pro­ 
ducing. Or, of course, the problem 
limiting the farm income might b< 
found 
in some other phase of 
the management of the farm. The 
problem and its solution will de­ 
pend upon the individual farm sit­ 
uation and can only be determin­ 
ed by a careful analysis of the in­ 
dividual farm situation. 
We believe these matters deserve 
some serious consideration. We 
would urge farmers 
to 
analyze 
their own situations very care­ 
fully and do some careful plan­ 
ning so that they spend the money 
that they have available where it 
will return them the highest pos­ 
sible net profit.

1962 Sugar Beet Acreage 
To Be Unrestricted 


The United States Department of 
Agriculture has announced there 
will be no Governmental acreage 
restrictions on the 1962 crop of 
sugar beets. 
The decision was based on a 
number of onsiederations, notably 
the following: 
1. Late estimates indicate that 
sugar production from the 1961 
sugar beet crop will be about 2.- 
525.000 tons, or approximately 200,- 
000 tons less than anticipated at 
the beginning of harvest. 
2. The inventory of beet sugar at 
the end of 1961 will be close to 
100.000 tons less than at the begin­ 
ning of the year. 
3 .There are major uncertainties 
regarding the beet sugar quota 
which may be effective for 1963. 
the year during which most of the 
1962 - crop of beet sugar will be 
marketed. 
4. In view of thhse uncertainitles 
and other considerations, the main­ 
tenance of sizeable stocks of beet 
sugar appears prudent. 
5. Available processing capacities 
of beet sugar factories limit pro­ 
duction within reasonable bounds. 
Although the present Sugar Act 
expires June 30, 1962, it is under­ 
stood that preferred consideration 
will be given to sugar legislation 
when the Congress convenes in 
January. 
Acreages of the 1961 crop of su­ 
gar beets (estimated at 1.120,000 
planted acres) were also unres­ 
tricted. However, acreages of the 
preceding six crops were restrict­ 
ed.

American cotton mills similar to 
surveys already being made in 
cotton mills in England and the 
Netherlands. In the United King­ 
dom. byssinosis presents a “ser­ 
ious problem,” they said. 
“It is 
imoortant to find out 
w'hether byssinosis presents a prob­ 
lem in the United 
States, 
the 
largest producer of cotton yarns in 
th woerld.” thev said. “If. as many 
be suspected from the scanty evi­ 
dence 
available, 
the 
American 
cotton industry is much less troubl­ 
ed by this complaint than the Eng­ 
lish industry, the reasons should be 
investigated.” 
It should be possible to find out 
how much this difference between 
the two countries may be due to 
variations in dust concentrations, 
atmospheric pollution and smoking 
habits, they said. 
The s tu d y of the American mills 
indicated that dust concentrations 
were much lower than those in 
English mills, the authors said. 
Howe’ er, 
the study also 
un­ 
covered symptoms of the disease, 
namely^ehest tightness and breath­ 
lessness*, among workers at both 
mills, they said. At one mill rec­ 
ords of the plant physician indi­ 
cated that four workers had symp­ 
toms. At the second plant, there 
was one worker with a clear-cut 
history of byssinosis and the prev­ 
alence of chest symptoms 
was 
higher among workers exposed to 
cotton dust than among other work­ 
ers in the mill.

union m essage last week included 
not only all of the requests that 
he had m ade a year ago, but cam e 
up with som e additional innova 
tions. In view of the fact that the 
White House had indicated e a r­ 
lier that it would not press for leg­ 
islation which appeared to be in 
the realm of the unattainable, it 
would seem that the President is 
acting on the theory that he is 
likely to get less than he asks for, 
and he can use some of these re 
quesLs 
for 
“ trading1' purposes, 
seem ing to recede on some points 
while pushing for others. 
To me one of the most surpris­ 
ing requests of the President is 
the suggestion that he be given 
standby authority, subject to Con­ 
gressional veto, “ to adjust person 
al 
income 
tax 
rates 
downward 
within a specified rate and tim e.” 
Congress, throughout the years has 
zealously guarded its prerogative 
in the levying of taxes, 
as 
set 
forth in Section 8, Article — of 
the Constitution, which states “ The 
Congress shall have the power to 
Jaw and collect taxes, etc” And in 
this sam e section of the Constitu­ 
tion which states that the Congress i 
shall have the power “ To regulate : 
com m erce with foreigh nations” , 
there appears to be some question 
about how far Congress should go j 
in delegating to the President au- ■ 
thunty for establishing or rem ov-, 
ing tariffs, even though there is 
general support for a m ore liberal 
trade policy.

would seem that the President is 
acting on the theory that he is 
likely to get less than he asks for,

Maybe th# American Legion has 
been added to the Justice Depart­ 
ment’s list of subversives.

THe Legion’s national adjutant re­ 
ports that the change of plans wag 
telephoned from the White House. 
AP says: “D ie cancellation was 
blamed on world tensions.” 
Now this could mean that Mr. 
Kennedy is busy, or that those 
same counsellors who messed up 
the Cuban invasion attempt have 
got to him, or that he has a substi­ 
tute engagement at Belgrade with 
the conclave of neutrals. After all, 
there are 27 of them congregated 
there, all worried for fear some 
government will do something posi 
live, provocative — some nation 
besides the USSR. 
Maybe the President has shot his 
wad with the big decision to re­ 
sume underground nuclear testing. 
Or maybe our Ambassador to the 
U. N. who has consistently favored 
postponement in any 
area

might prove offensive, and who is
